Mayor's Conflict With Council Again Centers Around Police Chief 


The postponed meeting of 
the Elba City Council started 
off slowly, with the approval of 
the minutes of the last meeting, 
and Mayor Bob Folsom talking 
for several minutes about well 
point pumps. However, when 
a councilman interrupted aad 
suggested postponing that dis- 
cussion and hearing the visi- 
tors who were present first, 
the action got very lively. 

First, the council approved 
a request from the rescve squad 
for use of the storage building 
at the old National Guard Ar- 
mory for rescue equipment. 

Then Mayor Folsom re- 
cognized Mrs. J. J. Black and 
Mr. J. J. Black, Jr. Mr. 
Black asked, ‘‘Why the chief 
(Elba Police Chief M. W. 
Johnston) went to the woodyard 
and talked to that ‘‘nigger’’ that 
raped my daughter and didn’t 
arrest him.’’ 

The discussion soon turned 
into a Folsom against everyone 
else debate. Folsom then began 
to question Johnston with ques- 
tions such as: ‘‘Were you at 
Danley Cross Roads’’; ‘‘Were 
you at the pallet mill’; ‘‘were 
you there with a police offi- 
cer’’; ‘‘who was the police of- 
ficer’’; 
was on vacation and you called 
for him to come back here’’; 
‘did he tell you people that he 
had knowledge of who it was’’; 


“did you and him, as soon as 
he arrived in Elba get in a 
police car and go to the pallet 
mill.’’ Folsom then asked John- 
ston to tell him some more 
about it and Johnston said the 
two went out where the sheriff 
was holding the investigation 
and were asked to assist the 
sheriff and we did. Wechecked 
about eleven people that morn- 
ing. We had no idea this man 
was guilty of the rape until 
afterwards or until about 11:15 
when the sheriff produced some 
information that indicated that 
he might be one we wanted. 
Johnston said that on se- 
yeral occasions that he had 
been instructed by the Dis- 
trict Attorney not to discuss 
any evidence in the case. 
Folsom made a statement 
concerning some evidence inthe 
case that the news media had 
been asked not to publish and 
Johnston reminded him it was 
confidential information, and 
Folsom again asked Johnston 
to confirm the evidence, but 
the chief again declined, saying 
the District Attorney hadissued 
him instruction not to discuss 
the case with anyone. That 
particular bit of information 


“is that the man who actually would have strenghten- 


ed Johnston’s position with Fol- 
som, and it is unclear to ob- 
servers why Folsom brought it 
up in the accusing way it was

Folsom said he had talked 
with the city attorney and was 
told the officers should have 
brought the man in or held 
him until the sheriff arrived. 
The city attorney was not pre- 
sent to confirm his statements, 
however, it was revealed later 
that Folsom then talked to the 
District Attorney Lewey Ste- 
phens and Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts and asked them the same 
question. Stephens also was 
not available for comments, 
but someone called Butts, who 
did attend the meeting ‘‘to 
clearify my answer to you(Fol- 
som).”’ 

Johnston told Folsom that un- 
der the law, he had no author- 
ity to pick the man up at that 
time. Folsom admitted that 
he had gotten that same advice 
from Judge Butts. Johnston 
said that if he had arrested 
all eleven people he talked to 
that morning, ‘‘the city would 
have been in the biggest law- 
suit it ever saw.’’ 

The exchange continued 
with Folsom saying first that 
“You (city council members) 
know deep down in your heart 
as well as I do what should ' 
be done,’’ and then again he 
said, ‘‘I have no feelings in 
this matter, I am completely 
neutral.’’ 

_After several attempts by 


Councilman Wayland Sharpiess 
to get the mayor to give a rec- 
ommendation, and Folsom con- 
tinued to say he would follow 
the wishes of the council. Coun- 
cilman Jimmy Wise asked, 
“This came up two weeks ago, 
and why didn't you take any 
action then?’’ Folsom first 
said that there was no quorum 
for a meeting and when Wise 
pointed out that Folsom was 
the mayor and had certain pow- 
ers that he didn’t exercise, 
Folsom commented, ‘‘I took 
action here one time and It 
got low rated and persecuted, 
that I was persecuting the man 
and had it in for him, so | am 
laying it on top of the ta- 
ble for this mayor and coun- : 
cil tonight.’’ Folsom continued 


with, ‘‘We will all take a hand 


tonight.’’ 

Wise again asked Folsom 
why he was wanting the coun- 
cil to take the action when ‘‘Ev- 
eryday you do things without 
consulting the council and things 
this council decides are not 
carried out.’’ When Folsom said 
he had not discussed this with 
anyone, Wise said, ‘‘There is 
no need to say you haven't dis- 
cussed this with other people, 
because I have people everyday 
tell me things when you have 
been talking.”’ 

Folsom acknowledged that 
a lot of people ‘‘tote tales’’ 


and a lot of people in Elba 
don't like Bob Folsom. The: 
mayor again said, ‘‘You arenot 
going to put the rabbit on my 
back again. Bob Folsom doesn’t 
fall in the same trap twice.’ 

After a thirty second pause 
when nothing was said, Coun- 
cilman D. M. English asked 
the chief what the procedure 
was when you go to interview 
someone who is a suspect. 
Johnston said there was no such 
thing as investigative detention 
anymore. 

Johnston noted that the sus- 
pect did not have a beard, as 
was described, nor did he have 
a mustache as was given in the 
description. 

Finally after more discussion, 
the council took a five minute 
break and then continued the 
discussion in the same grain. 

Folsom finally said, ‘‘Since 
it becomes my sadduty, some- 
thing I regret to do, some- 
thing I hate to do, 1 am going 
to recommend to this council 
that Chief Johnston be dis- 
missed for improper handling 
of a felony case.’’ Then Folsom 
asked, ‘‘What response do I 
hear, if any?”’ 

Sharpless asked if it 
wouldn’t be more appropriate 
for the mayor to take what- 
ever action he desired, and 
then let the council act on 
that. Folsom said he had made

During a round and round 
discussion trying to clearify 
just what Folsom was recom- 
mending, Circuit Judge Terry 
Butts entered the meeting. 

Butts said he was called 
and asked to come and clear- 
ify what the mayor had asked 
earlier involving the case. 
Butts noted that he doubted 
there was anyone in the room 
who wouldn't be sympathetic 
to the Blacks or to what hap- 
pened. Butts pointed out that 
to arrest, you must have pro- 
bable cause, and that his un- 
derstanding was that Johnston 
didn’t have probable cause at 
that time. Butts also said, 
“He would not deny that John- 
ston was not only a scholar 
and a gentleman, but also a 
Christian. He can find a job 
anywhere he wants one, because 
he is by all admissions of 
anyone who has ever dealt with 
him in a position of au- 
thority, one of the finest law 
enforcement Officials in this 
part of the country, and I would 
dare say in the state of Ala- 
bama.’’ 

Butts then responded to a 
statement by Folsom say- 
ing, ‘‘I don’t think you, this

council, me, Mr. and Mrs. Black 
or anyone has the right to try 
cases in the press or in this 


council. The place to try cases 
is in the courtroom.’’ 

When Butts noted that there 
were facts in the case not 
known to those not involved 
in law enforcement that could 
not be brought out, Folsom 
stated that he knew less about 
the case than anyone. Butts 
then asked him, ‘‘Why he was 
disciplining the man for some- 
thing he didn’t know anything 
about?"’ 

Folsom said unless the coun- 
cil disciplined the man, there 
would be nothing done, and then 
Wise said, ‘‘Youarethe mayor.”’ 
Folsom said the case was fini- 
shed, and they would move on 
to the next item of business. 

Folsom then presented the 
council with a lengthy story 
about an honor guard situation 
during the funeral of former 
Mayor L. P. Mullins. He re- 
ported that Assistant Chief Max 
Rayborn had refused to work the 
detail, and he asked the coun- 
cil to suspend him. The coun- 
cil noted again that any such 
action should be done by the 
mayor, and then the council 
would take its action. Several 
times Folsom said he was sus- 
pending Rayborn for thirty days 
without pay, only to change his 
mind and revoke the suspension

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BIKE SAFETY 


EMERGENCY VEHICLES 


BY: Chief M. W. Johnston 
Often young people riding 
‘bicycles hear sirens and see 
flashing red lights on police 
cars, ambulances, fire trucks 


and others. Sometimes young 
Sters are tempted to follow such 
vehicles to see what all the 
excitement is about This is 


a very dangerous thing to do 
and it is definitely against the 
law to try to follow any emer- 
gency vehicle or interfere with 
them in any way. So that each 
bicyclist will understand his 
responsibility regarding such 
vehicles, we will go over each 
type individually 

POLICE CARS Police 
vehicles, whether car, motor- 
cycles, or others with police 
marking, should always have the 
right of way This is espe- 
cially important to remember 
when the police vehicle is using 
a Siren and has its red lights 
flashing. This means that this 
particular police car is on an 
emergency mission and he must 
get to his destination as quick- 
ly as possible Some police 
cars, with sirens on and red 
lights flashing may be in pur- 
Suit of a motorist who has vio- 
lated the iaw or they could be 


chasing a tuld-up man who has 
just robbed the bank. First 
of all, the bicyclist MUST re- 
member that what the police car 


is doing, where it is going or 
who it is chasing, is police 
business! Never, under any 
circumstances, try to cross in 
front of such a vehicle going 
in either direction. Never try 


to follow it Always get out 
of the way immediately If 
you ignore this rule it could 
cause a very serious accident, 
and it could also cost you your 
life if you were hit in traffic 


by any emergency vehicle 

FIRE TRUCKS: Everyone 
likes to see a fire being put 
out by firemen. Many young- 
Sters would like to be firemen 
when they grow up, and this 
is a fine, upstanding profes- 
sion. However, no one should 
ever try to follow a fire truck 
to the fire or attempt to cross 
in front of it when it is on 
the way to a fire’ If a bicy- 
clist should happen to cross 
in front of it when it is on 
the way to a fire! if a bicy- 
clist should happen to be riding 
in an area where there is 
already a fire, he must stay 
back out of the way. Never 
try to get close to a fire, for 
any reason, as this puts you in 
a very dangerous area where 
you could be hurt Also, it 
would be very hard for fire- 
men to do their job if there 
were youngsters sitting around 
on their bikes watching the fire 
fighting. When you hear a fire 
truck coming, from any direct- 
ion, pull over to the curb, wait 
until it passes, and then go 
where you were going before 
you heard it 

AMBULANCES: The rules 
for conducting yourself when 
you see an ambulance, with 
Siren on and red lights flash- 
ing, 1s much the same as the 
rules for your behavior when 
you see police cars or'fire 
trucks.

must stay away from ac- 
cidents; stay out of the way 


If the accident has the road 
blocked, and you cannot con- 
tinue in the direction you were 
going, go down a side street 
and make your way around the 
accident. Stopping in the street 
to watch what is taking place 
at the scene of an accident 
can very easily cause other 
accidents. The only time you 
do not leave the scene of an 
accident 1s when you have been 
involved personally in it or 
you were a witness to it. If 
you were involved in it then 
of course, you must wait for 
police because they will want 
to help you and ask you ques- 
tions. If you were a witness, 
the police may want to ask you 
other questions, about how the 
accident happened. In these 
cases remain until a police 
officer tells you to leave

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Forestry Commission To Conduct Surveys 


Survey teams from the Ala- 
bama_ Forestry Commision 
will be conducting studies of 
logging operations and site pre- 
paration in Coffee County this 
month, according to Ranger- 
Wayne Roberts. 

Roberts said the surveys 
are being carried out across 
the state to determine the sta- 
tus of lands that have recently 
undergone forestry practices. 
The survey plots will be 200 
acres each. 

Included in the survey will 
be such items as the number 
of acres of forestry practices, 
methods of logging and type of 
equipment used, type of te 
and skid trails, erosion _ - 
mates, and other factors perti- 
nent to forest management pra- 
ctices and water quality. 

‘Management techniques now 
being used have already brought 
Alabama forests to a high de- 
gree of productivity. However, 


Society continues to place em- 
phasis on the need for fores- 
try to continue to use practices 
which protect the water. This, 
of course, requires that fores- 
try constantly evaluate -mana- 
gement practices and guard 
against situations which might 
reduce water quality as well,’’ 
Ranger Wayne Roberts ex- 
plained. 

In announcing the survey 
program for Coffee County, 
Ranger Roberts said the loca- 
tions to be studied will be se- 
lected at random. There will 
be no attempt to identify names 
on the survey forms. 

One of the main things we 
want to determine is whether 
erosion from logging opera- 
tions is reaching and polluting 
our streams. He said soil 
type and slope will be studied 
for inherent erosion poten- 
tial.

IRRIGATION PONDS IN DE- 
MAND 


With the drought of 1977 
hopefully over and a corn crop 
lost, many farmers are pre- 
paring to irrigate their fields 
in case it were to happen a- 
gain. No doubt the worst 
drought since 1957 when most 
Coffee County farmers com- 
pletely lost the peanut crop. 
The high cost of fertilizer, 
seed and fuel brings about at 
least $100 per acre operating 
costs on corn and almost three 
times that amount on peanuts. 
“The risks are just too high 
to watch your crop burn up” 
Says most farmers. “TIrri- 
gation will help reduce those 
risks.”’ 

From all over the county 
we are receiving requests for 
stream flow checks, pond site 


checks and for surveys. The 
source of water is the most 
important part of the irriga- 
tion process. In some cases 
the farmer hasapondor stream 
available which is adequate 
but very few. Some of the far- 
mers building ponds for irri- 
gation are: Dolan Averett, 
Clintonville; Pittman Bre- 
thers; Edwin Averett, Mt. Plea- 
sant; Frank Britt, Mt. Pleasant; 
Jimmy F. Martin, Bellwood; and 
many others. 

Of the farmers I have talked 
to, they all agree that a tre- 
mendous amount of water is 
required. A general guide line 
would be one-acre-foot per 
acre of crops, and with a good 
strong source this can be cut 
in half. If you have an interest 
in irrigation call your local 
Soil Conservation Service Of - 
fice. 


Study, the team will do a fol- 
low-up study one year later. 
Roberts pointed out that the pre- 
sence of the survey team will 
be explained to the landowner 
or someone near the property 
before going into the field. 
Ranger Roberts also announ- 
ced that a publication of ‘‘Re- 
commended Forest Manage- 
ment Guidelines’’ is being pre- 
pared and will be available 
at no cost to the forest land- 
owner. He further stated that 
a series of meetings to ex- 
plain these management prac- 
tices would begin on or about 
October 15. ‘ 

The ranger said the success 
of this program will depend 
on the mutual cooperation of 
industry, government, wood 
producers, and the private citi- 
zen, adding that the concerned 
citizen can make the Water Qua- 
lity Program successful in Ala- 
‘bama.
